Have Seldom Retarded the Progress of 


a Nation. 

It is a curious fact that several con- 
spicuous examples of nations thriving 
under weak rulers are to be found in 
history. J 

To begin with, the Roman empire 
undoubtedly reached its highest level 
of commercial and military prosperity 
during the first 400 years or so of the 
Christian era, and yet the majority of 
its rulers during this period displayed 
very little administrative ability, and 
many of them were not only weak but 
absolutely vicious. In this case, how- 
ever, it may be taken that the ac- 
cumulated energy which had been 
growing up for centuries found 
last expression during the rule of the 
later emperors, and that Rome devel- 
oped rather in spite of them than be- 
cause of them.

The last 
century of the French monarchy saw 
its throne occupied by men of small 
ability and generally considerable 
vices, whose alleged greatness—as, for 
instance, Louis XIV.—was due to their 
ministers, and not to themselves. Yet 
during this period France undoubted- 
ly became the most powerful of the 
continental nations.

FLASHLESS GUNS. 
“Latest Artillery Improvement Beats 


Smokeless Powder. 

It is reported that the new French 
rapid-fire gun invented by Colonel 
Humbert gives no flash or sign of fire. 
If this be true the French have made 
an advance in artillery second only in 
importance to that which marked the 
introduction by them of smokeless 
powder, says the Scientific American. 
In the operations around Santiago the 
only means by which our men could 
locate the position of the enemy was 
by the flash. If this should be re- 
moved the art of war, especially on 
land, wili become more difficult than 
ever, for a masked battery of smoke- 
less powder and flashless guns would 
be positively undiscoverable. The only 
description of the gun that has come 
to hand is rather obscure; but it 
would seem that an attempt is made 
to cool the larger portion of the gases 
below their flash point before they 


are allowed to reach the open air, The 


rate of fire has reached a maximum of 
20 shots per minute. To accommo- 
date the increased expenditure of am- 
munition it is proposed to reduce a 
single battery from five to four guns, 
and increase the number of ammuni- 
tion wagons. l

FLASHLESS GUNS. 
Latest Artillery Improvement Beats 


Smokeless Powder. 

It is reported that the new French 
rapid-fire gun 
Humbert gives no flash or sign of fire. 
If this be true the French have made 
an advance in artillery second only in 
importance to that which marked the 
introduction by them of smokeless 
powder, says the Scientific American. 
In the operations around Santiago the 
only means by which our men could 
locate the position of the enemy was 
by the flash. If this should be re- 
moved the art of war, especially on 
land, wili become more difficult than 
ever, for a masked battery of smoke- 
less powder and flashless guns would 
be positively undiscoverable. The only 
description of the gun that has come 
to hand is rather obscure; but it 
would seem that an attempt is made 
to cool the larger portion of the gases 
below their flash point before they 


are allowed to reach the open air, The 


rate of fire has reached a maximum of 
20 shots per minute. To accommo- 
date the increased expenditure of am- 
munition it is proposed to reduce a 
single battery from five to four guns, 
and increase the number of ammuni- 
tion wagons, |

HAVE VOTED $300 
FOR THE MEDALS. 


TO BE GIVEN ANN ARBOR BOYS 
WHO WENT TO WAR. 


[COUNCIL WAS UNANIMOUS ON 


IT LAST NIGHT. 


At last Ann Arbor has taken a sudden 
drop to itself through its aldermen, and 
has promised the boys of this city who 
went forward with a rifle to shoot a 
«Spaniard or a Filipino in the conflict of 
battle, if called upon, a medal of honor 
in recognition of his volunteer act. 

Last night a special meeting of the 
common council was held to see if the 
city would ‘donate funds sufficient for 
the medals, and Alds. Koch, Brown, 
Weeks, Howell, Coon and Stevens were 
absent, leaving just a bare majority to 
do its business. 

Alfter the meeting was called to order, 
Ald. Dieterle said substantially as fol- 
lows: “I expected that more would be 
present. “The matter has been talked 
over, and I would like to see this city 
follow suit with other cities and appro- 
priate a few hundred dollars.” 

Ald. Hamilton—‘The citizens are do- 
ing something and will continue to do 
something in this particular.” 
~ Ald. Dieterle— "Well, they seém to: be 
slow about it. I understand that a sub- 
scription list is out, but it is for another 
purpose. This money is not to be used 
to entertain the boys.”’ 

Ald. Richards—‘‘Whait do we propose 


| to do with it?” 


‘Ald. Dieterle—“‘Give, the boys a me- 
mento in the shape of a medal, and 
what is left turn into an entertainment 
fund.”’ ; 

‘Ald. Vandarwarker—‘‘Was it not the 
opinion of the city attorney that this 
would ‘be illegal?” 

Ald. Dieterle—‘‘There are a thousand 
and one things we do that are not legal. 
They have been donating money for this 
pur'pose all over the state.’’ 

Ald. Rohide—‘‘How much do 
want?” 

Ald. Dieterle—‘‘Albou't $300,” ; 

‘Ald. Bliton—‘‘Now I saiw Ald, Koch 
out with a list and he said that the 


you 


money to be raised twas. to entertain the- 


boys.” 

(At this point it was ‘seen that Alds. 
Hamilton, Vandarwarker and Bliton 
‘were against it.) 

George Haller, alderman of the third 
house, asked permission to say a few 
words. He asserted that the subscrip- 
tion lists out. were circulated entirely 
for the purchase of the armory. He 
said that every city in the state having 
returning soldiers had voted something 
for medals. That the boys would ap- 
preciate medals coming fron the city 
more than subscriptions from a few cit- 
izens. 

Ald. Richards moved that the council 
appropriate $300 for the purchase of 
medals and that the president of the 
council appoint two members to be 
added to the citizen's’ committee on 
medals. 

‘Ald. Hamilton—‘‘Has not the matter 
been up before and was it not declared 
illegal? I think that the medals can be 
bought by subscription. We are han- 
dling the city’s money and have no right 
to do it. There is only a bare quorum 
here tonight and we ought not to go into 
it. If the present city attorney would 
Say that it is legal and if there were a 


large number of aldermen present, it 
‘would ibe wiser to act upon it. I am 
willing to do all I can for the boys, 


Nothing is too good for them.” 
(Ald, Hamilton evidently wanted to 
vote for the appropriation and he evi- 
dently did not,) 
Ex-Mayor Beakes here took a prod. at 


and said: 

“It is not true that when ex-President 
Cleveland came here that an appropri- 
ation was made. I think we ought to 
do just as mulch for the boys as for 
Grover Cleveland.’’ 

Ald. Grose—‘‘I am in favor of appro- 
priating a sufficient sum to buy medals. 
This will come in line with doing our 
duty to the boys who went out to fight 
for the flag. The city should show its 
appreciation.” 

Ex-Mayor Beakes was called upon. 
Said he: “In speaking of the legality of 
the appropriation, all I need to say is 
that every year you appropriate medals 
to your retiring mayor. You voted four 
of these medals this year, and this is in 
the same line.” 

(Ald. Hamilton was converted.)

THE PARDON OF HAND. 


SENTENCED FOR LIFE FOR THE MURDER 
OF JAY PULVER. 


There is a concerted movement start- 
ed to secure the pardon of James Clif- 
ford Hand, better 
Hand, 
for life in thé state’s prison at Jackson 
for the murder of Ta Pulver, pE Ypsi- 
lanti. 

The petitions are in the hands of sev- 
eral parties and they are being cir culat- 
ed with avidity. ri 

An attempt will be màde to secure the 
names of Judge Kinne, who sentenced 
him, and of all the jurors who sat in the 
case and pronounced him guilty. These 
petitions will then be forwarded to the 
prison board and to ‚Governor Pingree, 
and his friends, who haye always be- 
lieved him innocent, will push the mat- 
ter as long as there is bees slightest hope 
for his release. 

On Oct. 9, 1893, Hand’s first trial com- 
menced, and lasted for a week. The 
jury disagreed. 

On Jan. 2, 1894, his second. trial com- 
menced, and it lasted for eight days. 
The jury in this trial found him guilty 
as charged, and he was Maa tely 
sentenced for life. ee 

The second trial was most hera 
and it is freely claimed that it was the 
great effort of A. J. Sawyer, wh: assist- 


ed in the prosecution, that” ‘convicted 
him more than any evideace ~ 
him. 

Hand has always maintaired his in- 
nocenlce from the moment of his arrest 
to the present day. 

If he is not guilty of it, he is the vic- 
tim of the most damnable circum- 
stances that ever incarcerated a man. 

The crime for which James Clifford 
‘Hand is serving the life sentence at 
Jackson, whether he is actually guilty 
or not, was committed on March 11, 1893, 
in the city of Ypsilanti. Jay Pulver, 


known as “Cliff”: 
who is now serving a sentence 


against

the ceilirg of each room. This system 
of pipes was controlled from a ‘valve. 
Mr. Pulver, onthe night in. question, 
got to the mill about 5:30 o’clock. His 
body was found by Patrick Rigney, the 
day watchman, who went to the mill 
the next morning. Pulver was found 
in the shop where the valve was locat- 
ed, lying on ‘his chest with the left arm 
underneath, the right arm extended. 
His lantern was lying near his right 
hand, extinguished and with the oil all 
out on the floor. .Deep in his head was 
embedded a pair of pipe tongs, covered 
with a mass of blood, hair, brain, while 
blcod and brains were spattered on the 
floor, 

The theory of the prosecuticn was 
that Hand, who had been in the employ 
of the company, had been discharged 
by Mr. Colvin. That Hand had made 
threats to injure Mr. Colvin. Hand’s 
work had been to attend to the system 
cf pipes for fire protection, an'd he was 
the only one who understood the sys- 
tem perfectly. Hand had made several 
attempts to get balck to work after his 
discharge, but he was told that the only 
use that the company could have for 
him was in case the system of piping 
should get out of order it might be ne- 
cessary to call upon him. The prosecu- 
tion argued that Hand had gone to the 


room. where. the valve was, intending to: 


“fix it.” That Pulver; the nightwatch- 


man, disoovered him: there, which would: 


|mean that he would be arrested for in- 


jury to property. That, to save himself, 
he killed the nightwatchman:; Blood and 
brains were found upon Hand’s clothes. 

The defense explained the damaging

been. butchering. His. lawyers also 
shawed his movements: from 6 o'clock 
on the night of March 11 until Sunday 
morning, claiming that he was home 
and in bed by 11 o’clock that. night.

He 
Said that every city in the state having 
returning soldiers had voted something 
for medals. That the boys would ap- 
preciate medals coming fron the city 
more than subscriptions from a few cit- 
izens. 

Ald. Richards moved that the council 
appropriate $300 for the purchase of 
miedals and that the president of the 
council appoint two members to be 
added to the citizen's’ committee on 
medals. 

Ald. Hamilton—‘‘Has not the matter 
been up before and was it not declared 
illegal? I think that the medals can be 
bought by subscription. We are han- 
dling the city’s money and have no right 
to do it. There is only a bare quorum 
here tonight and we ought not to go into 
it. If the present city attorney would 
say that it is legal and if there were a 
large number of aldermen present, it 
would ibe wiser to act upon it. I am 
willing to do all I can for the boys, 
Nothing is too good for them.” > 

(Ald. Hamilton evidently wanted to 
vote for the appropriation and he evi- 
dently did not,) 

Ex-Mayor Beakes here took a prod at 
Ald. Exinger, who immediately arose 
and said: 

“It is not true that when ex-President 
Cleveland came here that an a'ppropri- 
ation was made. I think we ought to 
do just as much: for the boys as for 
Grover Cleveland.” 

‘Ald. Grose—‘‘I am in favor of appro- 
priating a sufficient sum to buy medals. 
This will come in line with doing our 
duty to the boys who went out to fight 
for the flag. The city should show its 

appreciation.” 

Ex-Mayor Beakes wals called upon. 
Said he: “In speaking of the legality of 
the appropriatién, all I need to say is 
that every year you appropriate medals 
to your retiring mayor. You voted four 
of these medals this year, and this is in 
the same line.” 

(Ald. Hamilton was converted.) 

Ald. Hamilton—‘‘On the ground that 
it is along the same line as the mayor’s 
medals, I will vote for it.” 

Ald. Richards—‘“‘I don’t think there 
will be a taxpayer who will complain.”
